Under this sort of law' the carrying* 
of a pistol becomes dangerous to the 
carrier thereof, for if he shoots dow'n 
his fellow man and At is shown that 
he had a deadly weapon in his pos­ 
session before shooting, the court un­ 
der the law takes that fact into ac­ 
count and reasons that he armed him 
self for the purpose of shooting some­ 
body. 


That the present law against car­ 
rying concealed weapons 
in 
Texas 
needs something to vitalize it must be 
admitted, and for this reason the Vir­ 
ginia 
law' 
is commended 
to the 
thoughtful 
consideration 
of 
Texas 
lawmakers. 
In the days when the “Navy 6" was 
the most deadly weapon which could 
hi' carried about the person, it was 
possible for peace officers disposed to 
do so to apprehend pistol toters. The 
weapon was large and biilkv and hard 
to conceal. However, manufacturers 
have been constantly lessoning the 
bulk and weight of pistols and mak­ 
ing them more deadly. J he latter-day 
automatic pistol may be carried in 
almost any pocket without any evi­ 
dence. tit is also far more swift and 
deadly Than the old-time sixshooter. 
However, if the law' provided that 
the unlawful carrying of pne of these 
d;ath-dealing 
weapons 
w*as 
prima 
facie evidence that the man carrying 
it w'as doing so for the purpose of 
killing and the burden of proof was 
onvhim to shaw to the contrary, pig- 
ol toting would he a bad habit of the 
“toter."

MANT INDICTMENTS' 


FOR DYNAMITING 


Oklahoma City, Ok., Feb. 7.—There 
is no little soreness in the ranks oi 
Wilson workers in Oklahoma, and Ok­ 
lahoma City particularly, over the at­ 
titude of United States Senator Gore 
in declining to make speeches in be­ 
half of the New Jersey governor’s 
candidacy. 


They assert thai such vvds the ori­ 
ginal intention when the senator was 
asked to come to Oklahoma, and to 
which he fealty assented, they say, 
and some are declaring that the re­ 
puted interview took place in Mus­ 
kogee, following which the senator de­ 
clared he w’ould make no speeches in 
Oklahoma. Senator Gore, however, de­ 
nies that he was intimidated; in fact, 
his assertion is that he did not intend 
to make speeches at all. In the same 
interview he said that he was for 
harmony. 
In place of going to Northern Ok­ 
lahoma, as he intended Monday morn- 
Idr the senator did 
not 
leave 
his 
rooms on the parlor floor of the Skir- 
vin hotel until this morning, when he 
checked out, but did not state which 
way his itinerary led. He is due to 
visit Grant and Garfield counties. 
During yesterday and this morning 
he talked to a number of Wilson 
people about making a speech in Ok­ 
lahoma City Friday night, asking what 
they thought about it. A number of 
those consulted rather tartly replied 
that he w’ould have to work the prop­ 
osition out for himself, and later, In 
explanation, they declared the Wilson 
cause had already been sufficiently 
damaged by the rumpus. Senator Gore 
left the impression with those he talk­ 
ed to thaf his 
decision 
would 
be 
forthcoming tomorrow. 
Precinct conventions are to be held 
throughout Oklahoma Saturday, nom­ 
inating delegates to the county con­ 
vention and they in turn name dele­ 
gates to The state convention. The po­ 
sition Oklahoma occupies at this time 
is politically interesting .
